The prolonged delay in the fac- 
tual findings was due to the in- 
vestigators having to follow to a 
conclusion the countless rumors 
and information volunteered as to 
the cause of Carver’s death þe- 
ing due to foul play, parties who 
were responsible, why, ete. All 
of which after followed to a con- 
clusion were not founded on facts 
but a great many malicious, the 
remainder derived from imagina- 
tion. 

The investigating officers keeping 
in mind at all times during their 
investigation that, there possibly 
could have been foul play, how- 
ever, in their diligent search for 
a motive by tracing down Carver's 
past life and accounting for his 
movements from the time he left 
his place of employment, a 
boat from 76 hours before, up to 
and within a very few moments 
and within two-tenths of a mile 
from where his death occured 
there was no motive to be found. 
The fact that the body was found 
at an isolated spot rules that the 
theory of foul play or a meditated 
murder as there was positively no 
one could have known Carver 
would have been at this spot at 
the time where he met his death
